D. Paul Greene Appointed Admissions 
Director; Snowden to Be Dean of Men 


Community Cultural 
Program Series Will 
I Begin September 25 


D. Paul Greene, dean of Men 
since 1953, has been appointed 
Director of Admissions, effective 
immediately, according to Pres. 
.A. C. Baugher. , Succeeding 
Greene as acting Dean of Men 
is Armon C. Snowden, professor 
of philosophy, Dr. Baugher an- 
nounced. 

Greene succeeds Eby C. Es- 
penshade, who lost his life in the 
KLM ariliner crash August 14. 

Greene, a graduate of Bridge- 
water (Va.) College, came to 
Elizabethtown as Dean of Men 
ill 1953 after serving as a pastor 
in the . Church of the Brethren. 
He has taught history and soci- 
ology in addition to acting as 
dean. 

He holds a B.D. degree from 
Bethany Biblical Seminary, Cri- 
cago, and is currently taking 
graduate work at Temple Univer- 
sity. 

Greene also coached various 
sports here (see sports page). 

Snowden, a 1951 graduate of 
Elizabethtown, returned here last 
fall as professor of Bible and 
philosophy. He holds a B.D. de- 
gree from Crozer Theological 
Seminary, Chester. He is taking 
graduate work at Duke Univer- 
sity. 

As Dean of Men, Snowden will 
be responsible for the social and 
personal welfare of all male stu- 
dents. He will act aS- counselor 
for men, advise the Committee 
on Men’s Affairs, and supervise 
all men’s dormitories. 


Launching the Community 
Cultural Program series will be 
the Don Cossack Chorus, Thurs- 
day, September 25 at 8:00 p. m. 
in the college auditorium. 

Two other programs — a dra- 
matic production and a lecture — 
are scheduled later during the 
college year. 

The world-famous Cossacks, di- 
rected by Nicholas Kostrukoff, 
were organized 1927 in Pi'ague, 
Czechoslovakia. The membership 
of the Chorus has always com- 
prised the best of vocal talent and 
dancers obtainable among the 
White Russian emigres who fought 
Communism in Russia, and who 
may actually be considered as pio- 
neers in the fight against world 
Communism. 

KNIFE JUGGLING 

Besides the stirring music and 
vocal soloists, the chorus is most 
famous for the Leskinska, the 
spectacle of a dancer juggling 10 
knives from forehead, shoulders, 
and clenched teeth. The final 
dance, the Kozatchok, is per- 
formed by a dozen men doing 
leaps and whirls while the rest 
of the chorus edge them on with 
shouting and clapping.

Stark repercussions from the KLM airliner crash of Au- 
gust 14 shook the Elizabethtown College campus when it was 
learned that two members of the Class of ’58 and the Director of 
Admissions for the College were among the 99 victims of the dis- 
aster. 

Killed in the crash, the worst ever recorded for a single plane, 
were Audrey Gayle Kilhefner, 22, Elizabethtown; John C. Hollinger, 
and Eby C. Espenshade, 44, Elizabethtown.

The three were returning from a Heritage Tour of Europe in 
conjunction- with the 250th anniversary of the founding of the 
Church of the Brethi’en. The plane, a two-month-old, four-engine 
Super Constellation, crashed in the Atlantic Ocean, 130 miles west 
of Ireland while enroute from Amsterdam to New York. Cause of 
the disaster has not been officially determined. 

Espenshade’s was one of nine identifiable bodies of the 35 re- 
covered from the Atlantic. 

Hollinger and Miss Kilhefner, both honor graduates with the 
class of ’58, were engaged to be -married. Both planned to begin 
teaching careers this fall. 

Miss Kilhefner sang with the College Choir, played in the 
orchestra, was a member of the Student Christian Association, and 
served as secretary of her class. She was Maid-of-Honor in the 
last May Day exercises. 

Hollinger played on the tennis team and was the backbone of 
the College wrestling team. He was vice-president of his class. 

Espenshade, a member of the Class of ’35, came to the College 
11 years ago, after a career as a public school teacher. Described 
by FTes. A. C. Baugher as “the ideal” Admissions Director, he also 
served as Alumni Secretary until last year, , . .

His unwavering insist- 
ence upon high academic standards of admission 
con.tributed much to the excellence of the in- 
structional stand^u'ds of Elizabethtown College. 

Aside from his service in the field of Christian 
higher education all of us will miss his genial fel- 
lowship and his radiant persanality. 

In the death of Audrey G. Kilhefner and John 
C. Hollinger, Elizabethtown College has lost two 
of its most promising young alumni. 

The entire faculty and staff of the college hava 
always been impressed by their devotion to schol- 
arship and a keen sense of responsibility in what- 
ever they attempted to do. Both Audrey and John ^ 
were also^ held in high esteem by their fellow 
students. Both of them were elected to responsi- 
ble offices in the Student Association and to posi- 
tions of leadership in many activities. They served 
effectively in the choir and orchestra, student 
deputation work, athletics, student government, 
and in class activities. 

The Alumni Association of Elizabethtown Col- 
lege will always be poorer because of their un- 
timely death. Even though we cannot under- 
stand now, and we may never know' the cause 
of the accident, we trust that from all this sadness 
and suffering great divine purposes will be served. 

We extend our heartfelt sympathy to Kenneth 
Kreider, a member of the Sophomore Class, who 
lost 'his mother in this tragedy. 

We commend all the families who are under 
the cloud of sorrow and suffering to our Heavenly 
Father wdio has promised comfort in time of sor- 
row, help in time of need, strength in weakness, 
and light in time of clouds. 

May the Lord bless you and keep you. May 
the Lord make His face to shine upon you. May 
the Lord lift up His countenance upon you and 
give you peace.

I With the beginning of 1958-59 Elizabethtown College has en- 
tered upon its 60th year. These Six Decades of Service have been 
I marked by a devoted adherence to the motto of the College, namely 

— Educate for Service. 

A number of special features are planned to commemorate the 
GOth anniversary. Announcement about them will appear in the 
ETOWNIAN from time to time. 

Elizabethtown College received 
its Charter on September 23, 

1899. First classes met on No- 
vember 13, 1900, in the Heisey 
building located on the corner 
of South Market and Bainbridge 
Streets in Elizabethtown. 

A student body of six young 
men in 1900 has now grown to 
over 600 in the present year. 

The total operating budget for 
the first year was slightly over 
$4,000. For the current year the 
operating budget will exceed 
three-quarters of a million. 

The six students in the first ses- 
sion were taught by one teacher. 

The faculty and administrative 
staff for 1958-59 will number 
some 60. ' 

The freshmen class of 225 was 
selected from more tlian 400 ap- 
plicants. It is the plan of the 
Administration to accept a maxi- 
mum of 250 freshmen by 1960-61. 

This policy of admission will re- 
sult in a student body of 750 by 
1962. After this the student en- 
rollment is to be held at this 
number. The total enrollment in 
all sessions, including the Har- 
risburg Center, in 1958-59 will 
likely exceed 1200. 

In behalf of the Administration 
and the faculty I extend a hearty 
welcome to all students. I hope 
you will have a pleasant and 
profitable year.

Rev. J. G. Francis, Lebanon, 
one of the early pioneers in the 
creation of Elizabethtown Col- 
lege, died August 27, at the age 
of 88. 

Active in the Church of the 
Brethren, he recognized the value 
of Christian higher education. 
(See story on college history.) 

In a message to Rev. Francis' 
family. Pres. A. C. Baugher and 
Dr. R. W. Schlosser refer to him 
as “a man of unusual talents.” 

The message continues in part: 

"His pioneering interest in 
higher education is understand- 
able when we note that he had 
completed four years of college 
work and the three-year course 
leading to the B.D. degree before 
Elizabethtown College was found- 
ed. 

"The history of Elizabethtown 
College bears testimony to his 
interest in Christian higher edu- 
cation. For nearly a decade be- 
fore the founding of the College 
he labored earnestly in advocat- 
ing the establishing of an in- 
stitution of higher education for 
this part of Pennsylvania. 

'"Brother Francis was an his- 
torian of unusual ability. His 
knowledge of Church 'history can 
well be worthy of emulation of 
all our ministers." 

The message also praised Rev, 
Francis’ wife, Mary (Zug) Fran- 
cis, who died earlier this year 
after a "life of sacrifice and de- 
votion to her family, her husband 
and her Church.”

The Beginning 

It was on a nippy November 
morning in 1898 that a group 
of 34 men and women . with a 
common idea gathered quietly in 
the Church of the Brethren in 
Reading, Pa. 

They had responded to a call 
by J. G. Francis, Oaks. Pa., a 
man who looked into the future 
and saw the need for a new col- 
lege in eastern Pennsylvania. 

. 'That small group of 12 women 
and 22 men were following an 
uncertain path. As members of 
the Church of the Brethren they 
knew that the need existed for 
a college related to their church. 
They also knew that a significant 
amount of pi'e.judice against 
higher education was prevalent 
within the church. 

After morning and afternoon 
sessions, the group named a com- 
mittee to check various sites for 
the proposed college and moved 
to promote the idea of establish- 
ing a church-related institution 
among the Church constituency. 

And so the wheels began to 
turn. 

The formal decision fo initiate 
a college was made during a 
meeting called by S. H. Zug, Mas- 
tersonville, in the Elizabethtown 
Church _of the Brethren on April 
5, 1899. Representatives from 

throughout the Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania District 6f the Church at- 
tended the session to define the 
btroad objectives of the new in- 
slitution. 

It was to be “a coeducational 
s'Chool for young people, a col- 
lege to compare favorably with 
any in the' country', a school in 
which the Bible is the text book, 
also offering scientific and classi- 
cal courses.” 

Some insisted that a commer- 
cial department be included. Oth- 
ers stressed the need for agricul- 
tural instruction. 

Among the suggested locations 
for the college were Mountville, 
Columbia, Pottstown, Ephrata, 
Norristown, Lititz, and, of course, 
Elizabethtown. 

Proposed names for the insti- 
fhtion were Mack College (in 
Honor of Alexander Mack, a 
founder of the Church of the i 
^ethren), Conestoga College, j 
East Penn College, and, ulti- i

Elizabethtown College will 
again produce a weekly televi- 
sion program as part of the “Col- 
lege of the Air” educational se- 
ries presented daily by WGAL- 
TV (Channel 8), Lancaster. 

RrepresentatiVes of Elizabeth- 
town will appear each Tuesday 
morning from 9 a. m. to 9:30 
a. m., according to' Prof. James 
Yeingst, coordinator of the se- 
ries for the college. 

Elizabethtown's pro^'rams will 
deal with the evolution of mod- 
ern institutions since the Ren- 
aissance. Included will be topics 
in education, economics, sociol- 
ogy, religion, philosophy and po- 
litical science. 

Programs during the first se-

The first program, scheduled 
for October 7, will feature an 
outline of the overall series for 
the year by Prof. Yeingst. The 
following week, Dr. Wilhelm j 
Reuning will speak on “The Ren- I 
aissance State.” 


The New Wing of the Gib- 
ble Memorial Science Building 
was formally dedicated Wed- 
nesday <Sept. 24), during the 
60th Charter Day Convocation 
exercises held by the College 
in the Alumni Auditorium. 

An address by Dr. E. Fay

The New Science Wing, built 
at a cost of $235,000, doubles the 
facilities of the Chemistry, Bi- 
ology and Physics departments. 
Included in the wing are a 200- 
seat lecture hall named in honor 
of Mr. and Mrs. David E. Brinser, 
a new Biology laboratory, sev- 
eral classrooms and additional 
faculty offices. 

Following the formal dedica- 
tory exercises, the key to the 
new wing was presented to Joseph 
W. Kettering, chairman of the 
Board of Trustees, by Paul M. 
Grubb, chairman of the Trust- 
ee’s Committee on Buildings and 
Grounds. 

Dr. Campbell, speaking on “The 
Role of the Christian College,” 
emphasized that the “Christian 
church can never yield to any 
state its right and duty to care 
about the life of the mind.”

The Incorporators 

Having overcome the doubts 
and anxieties that preceded the 
decision to initiate Elizabeth- 
town College, the founders took 
the first formal step to legally 
establish the new school by ap- 
plying for a charter. 

Granted September 23, 1899, 
the charter bears the names of 
five incorporators, all prime mov- 
ers in promoting the idea of a 
new church-related college 
among the constituency of the 
Church of the Brethren in east- 
ern Pennsylvania. The five 
were Samuel H. Hertzler, Joseph 
H. Rider, Simon P, Engle, Joseph 
H. Eshleman and Benjamin G. 
Groff, all of Elizabethtown. 

Hertgler is described by the 
College Times, an early campus 
newspaper, as a “deep, resource- 
ful. reflective” man “with a 
broad and charitable turn of 
mind.” Once a public school 
teacher, he later turned to busi- 
ness' and became a partner in 
Hertzler Brothers Department 
Store, which at one time was 
located on the squai'e in Eliza- 
bethtown. 

Rider operated a hardware 
COLLEGE TIMES reported that 
he was affectionately known as 
"Uncle Joe" among the student 
body and faculty. Described by 
the TIMES as "quiet, sedate and 
kind," he provided the resources 
to build Rider Memorial Hall, the 
second building on the campus. 

Engle, according to the College 
Times, was a man with an “easy 
approach” who had “finnness and 
decided personal convictions. “A 

prominent local merchant, he 
at one time served as president 
of the Elizabethtown Boi’ough 
Council. 

Eshleman, like Hertzler, began 
his career as a public school 
teacher before going into the 
business world. He founded the 
Elizabethtown Trust Company 
and served as its cashier for a 
number of years. 

Groff was a highly successful 
farmer and contractor. He 
owned several large farms in the 
Elizabethtown area and donated 
the first ten acres of land for the 
college campus. Alpha Hall now- 
stands on w’hat once was a large 
w'heat field on a Groff farm. As 
a contractor, he built Alpha Hall, 
the first building on the campus.

The Ideals 


Among the myriad of impor- 
tant responsibilities confronting 
the founders of Elizabethtown 
College w-as the task of formu- 
lating a set of ideals to guide the 
budding college from the ti-ying 
days of its infancy through the 
portals of maturity. 

Since the College was to be 
affiliated closely with the Church 
of the Brethren, Christian prin- 
ciples w'ould naturally penneate 
the methods and objectives of 
the new'' institution. 

And so they have. 

The founding fathers expressed 
the purpose of the College in 
the charter by stating that it was 
established "to give such harmo- 
nious development to the physi- 
cal, mental and moral powers of 
both sexes as will best fit them 
for the duties of life and pro- 
mote their spiritual interests." 

The founders , were clear in 
their stated belief that a college 
education should not be consid- 
ered merely as preparation for 
life but as life itself. College liv- 
ing, with a balanced emphasis on 
academic, moral and physical de- 
velopment, should be looked upon 
afj an integral part of the life of 
the person fortunate enough to 
re.Ceive it, they said. 

In other specific statements, the 
founders noted that men and 
woinen can serve God through 
any vocation which serves the 
needs of mankind, whether it be 
in journalism, in business, in the 
healing arts, in the ministry, or 
in home-making. 

They stressed the importance

The Early T rustees 

Amidst the pleasant atmos- 
phere of mid- June, .the members 
of the first Board of Trustees of 
Elizabethtown College met to 
map the first steps of the yet-to- 
. be-born institution. 

The date was June 16, 1899. 
The place was the home of 
Nathan Hoffman in Pottstown. 

Elements of solemnity hrixed 
with anticipation undoubtedly 
charged the air as the nine 
trustees met to conduct the first 
formal business of the proposed 
college. Heading the agenda of 
that first meeting was election 
■ of officers with the following 
gaining office: Jesse Ziegler, 

Royersford. president: T. F. 

Imler. Lancaster^vice president; 
George N. Falkenstein, German- 
town. secretary; and Samuel H. 
Hertzler. Elizabethtown, treas- 
urer. 

Imler resigned shortly after 
being elected and was succeeded 
as vice president by Joseph H.

spends about $160,000 in Eliza- 
bethtown during an average col- 
lege year. 

The largest amount spent by 
a segment of the student body 
was expended by male com- 
muters, who averaged $43.19 per 
month, according to the survey. 
Female commuting students 
averaged $13.11 per month. 

Among resident students, men 
averaged $26.10 per month, and 
women averaged $17.43 per 
month. Dr. Gray reported. 

The combined average for all 
commuting students was $37.95 
per month while the overall 
average for resident students 
was $22.18 per month.

The reason for this lies in the 
fact that no private Brazilian 
corporation is rich or capable 
enough to undertake such a vast 
project. But the grave thing to 
consider along this line is the 
Soviet attempt to move onto the 
Brazilian oil industry. 

Thus, we should not be sur- 
prised if Brazil accepts the Soviet 
offer to supply Petrobas with the 
machinery and money need to 
step up its oil production. 
OTHERS MIGHT FOLLOW 
Moreover, if Brazil accepts the 
Soviet offer, it is only logical to 
suppose that Chile and Argentina 
will also* want to develop their 
oil resources under government 
control. 

The way things appecti’ prescnt- 
l.y, it would be much wiser for 
us to help government oil cor- 
porations in South America than 
to let the Russians take an eco- 
nomic foothoold in our own hem- 
isphere.

He said the 
office has had an increase of in- 
quiries about job openings. 

Besides placing present stu- 
dents, the office also works with 
alumni desiring to change jobs 
or job fields. The demand for 
this service is also growing.

Bulletins from the placement 
office seem to circulate readily 
both through the college and out- 
side. The publications, the 
‘■Alumni Bulletin,” the placement 
bulletin sent to seniors, and the 
“College Placement Annual” and

and placings. Prof. Enterline re- 
ported.

College Takes Part 
In Government's 
Student Loan Plan 

Participation in the new Na- 
tional Defense Student Loan 
Program is planned by Eliza- 
bethtown CoilegCj according’ to 
Earl Kurtz, College treasurer. 

This program, set up through 
the National Defense Education 
Act signed into law by Pres. 

Eisenhower last September, will 
provide needy students with fi- 
nancial loans necessary for a 
college education. 

Reasonable terms of pay- 
ment are set up. Over 800 col- 
leges and universities, including 
some in every state, are ex- 
pected to participate. 

The amount of money to be 
given each college will be de- 
termined by the enrollment and 
cost of education there. Each 
college is required to contribute 
to the Loan Fund one-ninth of 
the amount loaned by the Fed- 
eral Government through the 
Office of Education. The col- 
leges and universities will select 
the students who may obtain 
the loans. 

The loans must go to students 
who otherwise would be unable 
to attend college (freshmen are 
included 1, who are preparing 
for secondary or elementary 
teaching or who plan to go into 
the fields of science or mathe- 
matics, and who show promise I 
of academic excellence. 

Students are eligible for loans ' 
up to $1000 per year or $5000 forj

Psychology Dept. Head Reads 
Research Paper af Science Meeting

Dr. N. Franklin Stump, chair- 
man of the Psycholo’gy Depart- 
ment at Elizabethtown College, 
presented an original research 
paper before the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement 
of Science during the associa- 
tion’s annual meeting in Wash- 
ington, D.C., December 30. 

Dr. Stump’s paper, entitled 
“Moral Concepts and Some Cor- 
relates,” deals with the need 
for gaining a clearer under- 
standing of moral concepts and 
ways and means of creating and 
developing certain concepts. He 
pointed out the valuable im- 
plications such concepts can 
have on education everywhere. 

Dr. Stump based his findings 
on psychologically accurate 
measurements and experimen- 
tation. 

“Unless we are willing to bal- 
ance our technical and materi- 
alistic scientific research with 
studies dealing with methods 
for building moral concepts, we 
are in grave danger of destroy- 
ing civilization,” Dr. Stump ex- 
plained.

Chapel, since the old one in 
Memorial Hall was broken up 
for needed classroom space. He 
thought it unfortunate that the 
small Memorial Hall Chapel had 
to be done away with. 

Also needed, according to 
Dean of Men Annon Snowden, 
is a business building and places 
for organizations on campus to 
meet and have their activities. 
The student union building 
would answer the latter prob- 
lem. 

The enrollment will definitely 
reach 750, and Dean Spowden 
predicts it may go higher with 
an increase in day students. He 
says the close relationship be- 
tween professor and student 
will still be strong and a larger 
emphasis will be placed on a 
Liberal Arts education. 

Dr. Gray also believes this 
•personal relationship between 
student and teacher will be 
maintained even though ' classes 
will be larger. 

“The professors are likely to 
live on the campus or in the 
town near by,” Dr. Gray states. 
“The students and professors 
are likely to go to the same 
churches and other places so 
that they have to know each 
other.” 

On the other hand Dr. O. F. 
Stambaugh, head of the De- 
partment of Chemistry, feels the 
student-professor relationship 
cannot be maintained because 
“the larger we get the more 
regimentation we will have to 
use.” Dr. Stambaugjjfc. continued 
to say that the good feature 
about expansion is that “stu- 
dents can have more diversifi- 
cation of instruction, and they 
will be able to specialize more.” 

With the increasing enroll- 
ment, the question arises: Will 
the Christian aspect of the Col- 
lege be maintained? 

Dean Snowden stated that 
the Christian College ideal will 
be maintained. He claimed that 
the larger the College becomes 
the more interested in religious 
affairs w'e become. And Dr. Gray 
believes if the college reaches 
its goal and becomes more se- 
lective, the number of students 
pai’ticipatlng in religious ac- 
I tivities should increase.

Program Revamped

Now, people desiring to teach 
business subjects other than 
shorthand and typing, such as 
economics and business law, can 
elect these subjects in place of 
shorthand and typing and still 
receive the B.S. in Business 
Education degree. 

Previously a B.S. in Business 
Education was given only for 
the curriculum as outlined i n 
the catalog. If a student wanted 
to teach other subjects, he had 
to pursue the B.S. in Business 
j Administration and pick up 
I education subjects along the 
way. Sometimes this meant 
i extra summer study. 

‘ The change is designed to 
j meet the large demand for busi- 
ness teachers.

The Center for High- 
er Education was kno-wn form- 
erly as the Harrisburg College 
Center. 

The directors, in naming Pres. 
Baugher as chairman for a two- 
year term, paid tribute to his 
efforts in promoting the idea of 
a cooperative educational en- 
terprize in the metropolitan 
Harrisburg area. 

Institutions taking part in the 
. new corporation include Eliza- 
bethtown College, Lebanon Val- 
ley College, Temple University,, 
The Pennsylvania State Uni- 
versity, and the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

Others named to the board 
of directors included Dean Roy 
McAuley, of Elizabethtown Col- 
lege; Pres. Frederick K. Miller 
and Dean Howard Kreitzer, 
Lebanon Valley College; Pres. 
Eric A. Walker and Edward L. 
Keller, Pennsylvania State Uni- 
versity; Provost Millard Glad- 
felter and Treasurer Sterling E. 
Atkinson, Temple University; 
Pres. Gaylord P. Harnwell and 
Dean Willis J. Winn, the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania; Sidney 
G. Handler, Mrs. William M. 
Hargest Jr., Edwin F. Russell, J. 
Robert Storey, John L. Tivney, 
Fred Bryan, Earle W. Newton, 
and Lyle J. Fink, Harrisburg 
citizens. 

Tivney was elected president 
of the corporation. Handler was 
chosen as vice president, and 
Dr. Miller was named secretary. 

A treasurer will be named at a 
later date. 

The Center, with new offices 
in the Dauphin Building, Har- 
risburg, has a current enroll- 
ment of 1,227 registrants in 
graduate, undergraduate, and 
terminal courses. 

In a foimal statement made 
after taking office as chairman 
of the boai'd of directors. Dr. 
Baugher said: 

“It is our firm conviction that 
through this cooperative effort 
the unique individual strength 
of the several collaborating in- 
stitutions can be made avail- 
able to the citizens of the Har- 
risburg area. The wide range 
of courses of instruction which 
these institutions can bring to 
the classrooms of the Center 
could not be matched by any 
single institution in the entire 
Commonwealth.’* 

Pres. Baugher indica’ted that 
the Center has virtually an un- 
limited growth potential and 
should answer a vital need for • 
higher education for area citi- 
zens who cannot attend a regu- 
lar area college. 

He emphasized that the 
Ceiiter is not to be regarded as 
a “junior” college because the 
course offerings go beyond the 
normal scope of the normal 
freshman and sophomore years.

In the meanwhile, we 
must oppose all efforts of the 
dedicated nonconformists t o 
make us -eonform according to 
Uheir rules."

Job opportunities for 1959 
graduates in engineering and sci- 
ence should be good, according 
to a report by the American 
Chemical Society. 

From a survey of 205 compa- 
nies .that hire scientists and en- 
gineers regularly, the hiring pic- 
ture looks much better than it did 
in 1958. The'' companies sur- 
veyed, regarded as a cross-section 
of the field, are expected to hire 
13 per cent, more technical gradu- 
ates than last year. 

Salaries for this year’s graduates 
with a bachelor’s degree are ex- 
pected to average about $480 per 
month, two per cent, higher than 
last year. 

The survey added that the most 
important criteria for the hiring of 
engineering candidates are said to 
be poise, ability to work with 
others, appearance, and high 
grades in college.

The College Newspaper 

One of the most complete and 
detailed chronicles of Elizabeth- 
town College is the campus news- 
paper, which first appeared in 
May. 1904. 

Known originally as Our Col- 
lege Times, the newspaper looked 
more like a small pamphlet dur- 
ing its early years. It retained 
thisjorm until 1922, when it as- 
sumed what is commonly regard- 
ed as a newspaper format. 

The first editor of the news- 
paper \X as I. N. H. Beahm, first 
president of the college. Pub- 
lished bi-monthly, Our College 
Times at first contained biograph- 
ical sketches of the trustees and 
faculty with short items about 
students and friends of the col- 
. lege. 

Announcements con c e r n i n g 
student recniiting were preva- 
lent throughout the newspaper. 

This basic format remained 
virtually unchanged until 1933, 
when the name of the publication 
was changed to what it is cur- 
rently known: THE ETOWNIAN. 

Fi-equency of publication re- 
mained constant until 1907, when 
the new'spaper appeared monthly. 
It. became a semi-monthly pub- 
lication in 1957. All phases of 
publication, except actual print- 
ing, are handled by students. 

Editorially, the style of the 
campus newspaper has under- 
gone many changes over the | 
years. Written at lirst in a I 
loose, informal manner, the paper ' 
gradually moved toward the edi- j 
torial style of professional publi- 1 
cations. This became more ap- I 
parent after a course in journal- 
ism was initialed on the campus 
by Miss Vera Hackman in 1946. 

In addition to its editorial 
style, the Elownian also revamped 
its content and foiTnat in later 
years. News of campus activi- 
ties. feature stories, and alumni 
news appeared more frequently

All phases of the program of 
Elizabethtown College will be 
evaluated by the Middle States 
Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools next week, 
according to Dr. A. C. Baugh- 
er, president of the college. 

The Middle States Associa- 
tion is the chief accrediting 
agency for educational insti- 
tutions in this part of the na- 
tion. 

Elizabethtown College was 
fully accredited by the Associa- 
tion in May, 1948. The periodic 
re-evaluation is a regular part 
of the Association’s program. 

The survey, scheduled to take 
place February 15-18, will in- 
volve all aspects of the College, 
including athletics, facilities, 
faculty policies, administrative 
procedures ,and the academic 
program. 

Various faculty committees 
have been at work for more 
than a year preparing reports 
on various phases of the Col- 
lege’s program to assist the 
evaluating committee during 
the on-campus survey. The 
committee reports were edited 
and coordinated by Dr. James 
Berkebile, of the Chemistry De- 
partment. 

Dr. Daniel Z. Gibson, presi- 
dent of Washington College, 
Chesterton, Md., has been 
named chairman of the evalu- 
ating committee by the Middle 
States Association. 
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Government Allots 
$3,693 to College 
For Student Loans 

Elizabethtown C o 1 1 e g-e has 
been allocated $3,693 by the 
United States Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare 
for loans to students under the 
National Defense Education Act, 
Earl Kurtz, College treasurer, re- 
ported. 

The funds will be used to as- 
sist students who are planning 
to enter the fields of elementary 
or secondary education, science, 
or mathematics. 

Financial need will be the 
prime factoring in determining 
which students get the loans, 
Kurtz said. Ability and curricu- 
lum are secondary factors. The 
individual colleges will select the 
students who receive the loans. 
NOW AVAILABLE 

The loans will be available for 
the current semester. 

Loans will be repayable over a 
10 -year period at three per cent.- 
interest. Payments, to be made 
in equal annual installments, will 
not begin until after a student 
completes his higher education, 
including graduate study. 

In addition to the government’s 
grant, the College has added 
funds which bring the total loan 
fund to $4,103. The government 
provides 90 per cent, of the loan 
funds with each of the 1,227 in- 
stitutions taking part in the pro- 
gram adding the remaining 10 
per cent. 

Kurtz indicated that additional 
funds will probably be available 
later this year.

Also en- 
compassed in this plan is the im- 
plied recimiting of potential fu- 
ture teachers for our colleges. 

(2) The completion of plans and 
the erection of a dormitory to 
house 230 men. According to 
best estimates construction should 
begin in early spring. Several 
financial and architectural prob- 
lems remain to be worked out. 

(3) The study of plans for a 
field house and a student union 
building. Bringing these two 
buildings into realization would 
provide a number of urgently 
needed facilities, chief among 
which are: 

a. A field nouse erected to the 
north of the present gymnasium 
but attached to it. 

b. Facilities other than class- 
rooms for non-resident students, 
a college store, a post office, a 
snack bar, game rooms, seminar 
and conference rooms, student 
activities offices. The student 
union building is to be “wrapped 
around’’ the present gymnasium- 
auditorium — on the south and 
west sides. 

The achievement of these 
building goals will in themselves 
provide some additional class- 
room space, and at the same time 
release for classes, space now oc- 
cupied by the store and non- 
resident men students. 

These, in broad outline, are 
the steps that need to be taken

“A matured manager or lead- 
er has three fundamental ele- 
ments of character: heart, con- 
viction, and compassion.

The great danger is that both 
business and labor may consider 
these principles too idealistic and 
out of tune with a current phil- 
osophy that too often stresses 
taking rather than giving.

ALUMNI KEEP MEMBERSHIP ALIVE 

Alumni dues, according to the present consti- 
tution, are collectible from those who were gradu- 
ated before 1949 and from those who withdrew 
from college before graduation. The payment of, 
dues by the members in this group is an indication 
of their interest in the college and their willing- 
ness to be identified with it. . 

Of course, the payment of dues is not the only 
way to express “aliveness” of alumni. Alumni 
will be interested to know, however, that 45 alum- 
ni became life members through payment of 
$619.50 in dues between June 1, and December 31, 
1958. In the same period, 320 members paid cur- 
rent dues amounting to $1,205.50. Total dues paid 
for the entire year amounted to $2,182.50. 

Between June 1 and December 31, 1958, 14 ' 
alumni contributed $481.35 to the Alumni Fund 
through the alumni office. This sum does not 
include monies contributed by alumni through 
the Development Office. Total Alumni Fund 
money contributed dmhng 1958 to the college 
through the alumni office amounted to $2,017.55. 
All told, over 60 alumni since September 1, 1958 
have contributed over $9,000 to the Development 
program. Of this amount, several gifts of $1,000 ' 
each or more were made. In addition, a large!

what Russia did, but did not 
condemn what the U. S. did? 

MIKOYAN— "I would say that 
that is a good example of the 
cold war and the untruths which 
are spread by the American press 
in regard to the Soviet Union. 
There was no killing in Lebanon 
because the Lebanese decided 
not ta resist when your forces 
entered the country, but in fact, 
forces entered the country to 
shoot if need be. Whereas for 
your leaving the country, you 
did not leave it voluntarily. You 
were compelled to do so by the 
demands of public, opinion, etc. 

As for the decision of the UN 
on Hungary, it was adopted 
through the voting machine, the 
majority, which is at the disposal 
of the U. S. Now Hungary is 
making good progress. The at- 
mosphere there is very good. 

There is great consolidation 
throughout the country, all with- 
out your assistance and in spite 
of any decisions by the UN. Our 
troops in Hungary are stationed 
under agreements ... (of the) 
Warsaw Pact and certain other 
agreements, just as there are 
American troops in a great num- 
ber of countries. . . . They are 
there as friends. They do not 
interfere in the country's inter- 
nal affairs — have good relations 
with the population. .• . ." 

Mikoyan spoke through an in- 
terpreter, who apparently was 
not needed because he reportedly 
speaks and understands English 
very well. The smooth, facile, 
dapper Mikoyan probably used 
the translation periods to screen 
the questions and form his re- 
plies. 

His answers are a prime ex- 
ample of what is a basic divi- 
sion between the Free World and 
Communism. The terms “slav- 
ery,” “aggression,” “democracy,” 
and “free society” have different 
meanings on each side of the Iron 
Curtain. The world, it seems, has 
a first-rate semantics problem.

Dr. Carl W. Zeigler, pastor of 
the Lebanon Church of the Breth- 
ren since 1944, will join the fac- 
ulty of Elizabethtown College 
next fall, according to Dr. A. C.

Dr. Zeigler, a member of the 
College’s Board of Trustees, has 
already . submitted his resigna- 
tion as pastor of the Lebanon 
church.

The College Yearbook 

Like the college newspaper, 
the Elizabethto-wn College year- 
book has become an integral part 
of the college scene since it was 
first published in 1922. 

Within the pages- of the annual 
is a word and picture history of 
the College that cannot be found 
anywhere else. The yearbook, 
prepared and published by mem- 
bers of the student body, comple- 
ments the college newspaper, the 
ETOWNIAN, as a chronicle of 
campus life. 

With the exception of 1929, the 
yearbook has been published reg- 
ularly on the campus. Six edi- 
tions, between 1934 and 1945. 
were published at two-year in- 
tervals. 

the yearbook was 
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The evaluating committee of 
the Middle States Association 
of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools completed a three-day 
study of the College Wednes- 
day. A report of the group’s 
findings is expected to be issued 
“sometime in May,” according 
to Pres. A. C. Baugher. 

“These evaluating committees 
sent out by the Middle States 
Association are requested to re- 
frain from any semblance of 
‘passing judgement’ upon an 
institution. Their function is 
primarily to assist the institu- 
tion in carrying out a continu- 
ous critical self-study,” Pres. 
Baugher said. 

During their stay on campus, 
members of the committee met 
with faculty members and 
trustees and discussed the pro- 
gram of the College generally 
as well as delving into the in- 
dividual departments and their 
functions. 


Until 1951 
known as the ETONIAN, and its 
basic format has remained virtu- 
ally unchanged through the years. 
The first edition, edited by Su- 
perba Martz and Walter Longen- 
ecker, was a 142-page paper 
bound publication. The following 
year a hard cover was added, and, 
except for 1928, has been used 
ever since. 

Early editions were published 
by the senior class. Later the 
junior class was given the re- 
sponsibiliy of publication. Now 
the yearbook is published by the 
Student Association rather than 
a specific class or group. 

Alumni prominently associated 
with the College are listed on the 
staffs of the yeatbook over the 
years. 

To name only those currently 
affiliated with the College, Jo- 
seph W. Kettering, chaii-man of 
the Board of Trustees, was busi- 
ness manager in 1923; Miss Mar- 
tha Martin, insti-uctor in Bible, 
edited the ’24 book; Miss Ethel 
M. B. Wenger, a trustee, served 
on the '24 staff; Miss Vera Hack- 
man, dean of women, was assist- 
ant editor in 1925; S. S. Wenger, 
a trustee, was on the ’27 staff; 
I. Wayne Keller and Carl Zeig- 
ler, trustees, edited the ’30 and 
’31 editions respectively; Earl 
Kurtz, College Treasurer, was as- 
sistant business manager in 1934- 
35; M. Alexander Glasmire, pres- 
ident of the Alumni Association, 
was assistant editor in 1936-37. 

Known currently as the CON- 
ESTOGAN the yearbook carries 
on the tradition established by 
the old Etonian. As the size of 
the student body ina'eases, the 
number of pages in the yearbook 
will also increase. This year, a 
record 176-page publication is 
being planned and prepared.

Dr. Neumann was born and- 
reared in Vienna, Austria. He 
received two doctors’ degrees 
from the University of Vienna. 
Following service with the Aus- 
trian army in World War I, he 
studied at the University of 
Prague, the University of Bris- 
tol and the University of Rich- 
mond. 

He lived in various European 
countries before coming to the 
United States during World 
War II, where he was nat- 
uralized in 1950. He relates 
that it was not his desire to 
come here, but that he had no 
other alternative under the 
conditions of the time. 

A professor here since 1945, 
Dr. Neumann has taught six 
languages — Latin, Greek, Ital- 
ian, French, German, Spanish 
and Esperanto. The latter four 
he can speak fluently. He can 
understand 13 languages. 

German is spoken in his 
home, located on Mt. Joy St., 
immediately west of the New 
Women’s Residence. His wife, 
also a member of the College 
faculty, and his son, a sopho- 
more in the local high school, 
speak the language fluently. . 

Dr. Neumann’s favorite hob- 
by is swimming, and the lake 
at nearby Mt. Gretna, is his 
pet “swimming hole.”

year," he added, "They usually 
consist of a brief business ses- 
sion, an outside speaker, and a 
report from a College represen- 
tative — the main purpose being to 
keep alive interest in scattered 
areas of the country."

A THOUGHT ON ANNUAL GIVING 

The principle of "annual giving" is not new to 
a number of alumni; the principle of “giving sub- 
stantially” is also not new. The college is very 
much interested in establishing the principle of 
“substantial giving annually” by a larger number 
of alumni. 

By a change in the constitution alumni will no 
longer think in terms of annual dues, but in terms 
of annual support. This practice is commendable 
and is in keeping with the trend among colleges. 

Last week an alumnus (1911) stopped in the 
office to make a contribution to the Alumni Fund. 
His card revealed the fact that he had made pay- 
ments over a period of 27 successive years. An- 
other card (1904) from the file showed substantial 
payments for a period of 21 years until his death 
in 1954. 

The fact of annual giving is not new.

The reader is left with the 
impression that this is the work 
of a man who deeply- pondered, 
took hold of, and poured out his 
innermost emotions. 

The milestones of his life are 
vividly recounted: the deep de- 
votion for his humble family, 
the persecutions and doubts re- 
sulting from his Jewish birth, 
the hungry passions of first 
loves, the desperate search for 
firm moral ground, the lean 
early years in America, and the 
ultimate shelter of Christianity 
and the love of his wife and 
son. 

The book has remarkably 
clear descriptive passages such 
as this: 

“Reichl was a short, ugly Jew, 
with massive shoulders, a fan- 
tastically long nose and an ir- 
remediable speech impediment. 
He lisped and hissed and stut- 
tered and gurgled with his 
twisted mouth . . . (with) every 
word drowned in a sea of gut- 
teral dissonances.” 

Running the length of the 
book is Dr. Neumann’s frantic 
.search for moral strength. 

“Christianity didn’t fall into 
my lap ... I conquered my 
Christ in nights of anguish arid 
torturous doubts.” 

His Jewish blood made him 
an outcast in his native Vienna, 
which became like “Dante’s in- 
ferno” as a result of Nazi anti- 
Semitism. Hounded, despised, 
persecuted, he, like countless 
other Jews, underwent a night- 
I mare in the hands of the Ges- 
tapo before reaching England. 

“I couldn't move an inch 
without bumping into new 
heaps of human misery, soiled 
See DR.

(Conlinued from Page 2) 
with mud and blood. As often 
as I walked, I stepped upon a 
foot or a leg or a head, in- 
visible in that pitch-black mass 
grave (stable).” 

After a year in England, 
where he formally accepted 
Christianity, he came to the 
United States and underwent a 
period of near starvation in 
New York that, on one occasion, 
reduced him to begging in the 
streets. Then came the meet- 
ing with his future wife, Elinor, 
whom he grew to love for her 
“gentle heart, buoyant laugh, 
dreamy eyes, and firm stride.” 

He next under went a series 
of trying teaching experiences 
in the South, where his lack of 
proper English and European 
training made him the ploy of 
unthinking, at times sadistic, 
students and teachers. 

“I was ready to trade ten 
years of my life for one normal 
class period.” 

In time, he came in contact 
with Elizabethtown College and 
its pleasant community, which 
he looked on as a kind of quiet 
harbor. 

Many elements are in this 
book, including educational phi- 
losophy: “Most (teachers) teach 
without enthusiasm or are en- 
thusiastic without teaching 
abilities.” 

There is a kind of pathetic 
humor, as exemplified by Dr. 
Neumann’s efforts to sustain 
himself in Austria by writing 
for a newspaper. He lost that 
job because, in reviewing a play, 
he panned the leading lady, 
who turned out to be his edi- 
tor’s mistress. 

After digesting the last 
lingering thought in this book, 
one cannot help but feel that 
this is the story of a sensitive, 
searching man, who, while 
happy in his haven at Eliza- 
bethtown, is still dreaming of 
what might have been in his 
beloved, culture-rich Vienna, 
where, except for the uncon- 
trollabie push of fate, he would 
still be.

The Afhletic Program 

Intercollegiate athletics are a 
relatively new addition to the 
program of Elizabethtown Col- 
lege. In fact, during the fii'st 30 
years of her existence, sports 
competition was limited to intra- 
mural play. 

Men’s and women’s competition 
in basketball and tennis was con- 
ducted on a class rivalry basis. 

Then, during the fall of 192?, 
a group of interested students, 
without official college sanction, 
organized a football team that 
was to become Elizabethtown's 
first venture into intercollegiate 
athletics. 

The football squad, coached by 
A. W. Angstadt, a junior student, 
enjoyed scant success. Meeting 
the likes of West Chester, Mil- 
lersville, and Kutztown State 
Teachers colleges, the Blue Jays 
were defeated in all five of their 
games. They scored only 13 
points while allowing 69. 

But the seed of intercollegiate 
sports had been planted. 

Shortly after the close of that 
first and only gridiron campaign, 
the first official college basket- 
ball practice was held in the old 
gymnasium, what is now the rec- 
reation room of Rider Memorial 
Hall. Ira R. Herr, an alumnus, 
returned to coach the squad and 
thereby launched the College's 
intercollegiate athletic program. 

On the evening of December 8, 
1928, the first college-sanctioned 
basketball team trotted on to the 
court and defeated Millersville 
STC, 27-22. In fact, the Blue 
Jays won their first three games 
before losing lb Moravian, 34-33. 

Members of that first basket- 
ball squad were A. W. Angstadt, 
Henry Hackman, Henry Blough, 
Earl Wenger, Trestle Croutha- 
mel, Clyde Wenger, Samuel Zar- 
foss and Harry Bower. 

JVomen’s intercollegiate bas- 
ketball was also initiated in 1928 
with Harry Bower, a student, as 
coach. 'The Blue Birds played 
two games that year, losing jDOth 
to Schuylkill College, Reading. 

Tennis and baseball also were 
inaugurated in 1928, although 
baseball had to be dropped tem- 
porarily because of lack of finan- 
cial support. 

Other intercollegiate sports 
were added in later years. Soc- 
cer was initiated in 1943. Wom- 
en’s fielci hockey was started in 
1951. Wrestling was launched in 
1954. Cross country competition 
began in 1956. 

From those humble, hesitant 
beginnings in 1928, the College

opinion of a number of out- 
standing educators, is worthy of 
the thoughtful consideration of 
all who share a common interest 
in the future and preservation of 
quality post high school educa- 
tion in this country. 

The following are selected ex- 
cerpts from that statement, en- 
titled “The Need to Close Ranks 
in Higher Education.” 

“A great and unique strength 
of Ameriqan higher education 
stems from the historic coexist- 
ence of strong private institutions 
and strong public institutions. 

“The strength and value of a 
college flow from what it is, not 
from the category (public or pri- 
vate) to which it belongs. 

"American higher education is 
characterized by. great diversity. 
It is an article of our faith, justi- 
fied by our experience, that this 
diversity is a source of strength 
because (1) it provides a rich va- 
riety of opportunities for stu- 
dents ... of differing abilities 
and interests; (2) it distributes the 
management and control of the 
processes of advanced education 
and research, and (3) it stimulates 
healthy experimentation and 
competition in the development 
of increasingly effective programs 
of instruction and research. 

“To assure appropriate educa- 
tional opportunities fcJr students 
of high academic ability is a vi- 
tally important objective but not 
the only one. 

I “Private institutions no less 
|(han public institutions are by 
their charters dedicated to the 
public service. 

"The limes call fpr a greater 
investment in higher education 
as a whole. The crucial issue is 
not how many dollars come from 
private sources and how many 
from public sources but whether 
or not the lofal of these dollars 
will be sufficient to meet the 
challenges colleges and universi- 
ties face." 

The general tone of the article 
points up a very great truth, as 
we see it. That is that American 


It has long- been a prime contention by 
teachers and parents (at least some) that stu- 
dent cars and good grades rarely mix well. 

A survey conducted recently by an Idaho 
high school principal seems to hear out this 
feeling. In his report, which covered a four- 
year period, he made the following observa- 
tions: 

( 1 ) No student who maintained an “A” 
average had the use of a car. Only 15 per 
cent, of the “B” students did. 

(2) Forty-one per cent, of the “C” stu- 
dents owned cars. 

(3) Of the “D” students, 71 per cent, 
had cars. 

(4) Of those who failed completely or 
quit school, 83 per cent, had free access to 
cars during school terms. 

In this day and age, the argument that 
cars are necessities is often heard. And its 
probably a legitimate argument, if qualitied. 
Non-excessive use of cars will probably not 
harm a student’s academic achievements. 

However, this survey underlines the policy 
now in effect here at Elizabethtown, where 
freshmen and students on academic probation 
are denied the use of cars unless they are com- 
muting students. 

It is our belief that the Administration’s 
tlinughts on cars for frosh and weak students 
are entirely valid.

A good example of this, I be- 
lieve, is a case which involved 
: my father. He graduated from a 
professional school in 1922, along 
with 30 other graduates. Out of 
those 31 men who had set a goal 
at a particular time only seven 
of them actually practiced in the 
profession for which they had 
been trained. 

■Why is it that we are sorted 
out as the lost and searching 
souls with no cause or aim? I 
believe that if our elders take 
stock in themselves, flashback to 
jthe past, they will see that they 
i were no different in their be- 
j havior patterns than we are to- 
day. 'They were not doomed, 
and I do not believe that we are 
either.

MEN’S DORM APPROVED

To House About 232 

Elizabethtown College will 
start construction of a new dor- 
mitory for men early 'this sum- 
mer, according to Pres. A. C. 
Baugher. 

Dr. Baugher announced the 
project after receiving word from 
the Community Facilities Admin- 
istration that the federal govern- 
ment had granted the College a 
$675,000 loan for a new dormi- 
tory. 

The College will put up another

$100,000, $65,000 of which will go 
toward the purchase of equipment 
for the dormitory. 

To be located behind the pres- 
ent Business Education building 
on the southeastern area of the 
campus, the building will house 


232 male students. -It will be a 
brick structure utilizing colonial 
style architecture. 

The dormitory will be an "L" 
shaped building with one wing 
measuring 161 feet and the other 
149 feet. Both wings will be 42 


feet wide. 

Bids on the building's construc- 
tion will be opened April 23, 
Pres. Baugher stated. Construc- 
tion is expected to start "shortly 
thereafter, if possible." 

Dr. Baugher said he hopes the 


building will be ready for use 
in time for the benginning of the 
1960-'61 academic year. 

"Dormitory space has been of 
great concern to us because of 
the rather rapid growth of our 
student body," Pres. Baugher 
said. "Our student body next 
year may well exceed 675, the 
majority of which will probably 
be men." 

The current enrollment is 620. 

The new dormitory will mark 
another significant step in the 
College's growth in recent years. 
A new dormitory for 130 women 
residents was dedicated in Janu- 
ary, 1957. A new wing, which 
doubled the facilities of the Gib- 
ble Science Hall, was completed 
last summer.

The intra-campus sys- 
tem is inadequate and frequently faulty; the 
e.xisling pay stations are too few in number and 
about as ‘‘nnprivate” as the information booth 
at Grand Central Station; and the company 
operators are similar in efficiency to the League 
ot Nations. 

'Fhe local company promised a con- 
siderably long time ago t() install another pay 
phone on campus and create two semi-private 
pay phone trunks (four stations on two lines). 
My, what a vast improvement. 

The culminating last straw is th:U appar- 
ently little will be done in the future about the 
whole dilemma.

it is a harlot who judges. Jim 
Thornley, Don Knaub, Robin 
Bonier and James Wingert car- 
ried their parts well. 
SHARPLESS CRITICAL 
Sharpless, who has written 
over 12 plays and produced one 
here last year, appeared rather 
discouraged by Elizabethtown 
College and modern Western 
drama in an interview following 
his production. He feels that the 
creative instinct is the highest 
calling of man, and Elizabeth- 
town College students seem, to 
him, to have missed this calling. 

“At Elizabethtown College 
there is a lack of creativeness on 
the part of students and faculty. 
The reason for this problem lies 
in the situation and the times . . . 
Next year I would like to see six 
plays, both written and produced 
by students.” 

ENTERLINE PRAISED 
He praised the efforts of Mrs. 
Clarence Enterline, conductor of 
the play production class and ad- 
visor to Sock and Buskin, saying, 
“the small spark of creativity 
that did exist was banned largely 
through the efforts of Mrs. En- 
terline, whom I feel has been 
most helpful, not only to me, but 
to many others.” 

Sharpless feels that the mod- 
ern Western .system has failed. 
The American theater, needs new 
life, especially in the fields of 
symbolism and surrealism. It 
needs new writers with new ideas. 

He suggested no solution, but 
feels that the answer lies in a 
true individualism that looks only 
to itself for justification. 
LIBHART GIVES ADVISE 
Henry Libhart, author of “Por- 
trait of Sibyl” and English teach- 
er at Elizabethtown Area High 
School, also feels that. the Ameri- 
can theater needs new blood. 

This new blood must probably 
come from the college students of 
today. In a recent interview he 
advised aspiring young playwrit- 
ers to keep the appeal to all the 
senses operating at all times. 
There must not be even a half 
minute lag.

The Sidelights 

Aside from the pertinent facts 
and figures that went into the 
development of Elizabethtown 
•College over the first 60 years 
of its existence, the usual flood 
of happy memories of unusual 
occurrences blend in to lend a 
kind of balance to the total pic- 
ture. 

One cannot help but recall the 
hurried efforts of that stalwart 
group of men who planted the 
trees on the campus in front of 
Alpha Hall in a driving rain 
storm. 

Nor can we forget the making 
of Lake Placida, when, on at 
least one occasion, students were 
dismissed from classes in order 
to help dig the excavation need- 
ed. 

An old photograph reminds us 
of that time when the area now 
occupied by the library and gym- 
nasium was a potato patch in 
which students and faculty mem- 
bers helped raise food for' the 
College dining hall. 

There was a time when the 
fountain behind Alpha Hall was 
a windmill supplying power to 
draw water for the dining hall, 
which was, until a few years ago, 
situated in the basement of Al- 
pha Hall. 

The campus dell area in front 
of the New Residence Hall for 
women was once a wheat field. 
And, until only a few short years 
ago, the ground on which the 
New Residence Hall now stands 
was an apple orchard. 

In the old days, prior to the 
advent of automobiles, students 
and faculty arrived in carriages 
or on horseback. In those days, 
the College was obliged to place 
hitching posts around Alpha and 
Memorial halls. The road from 
Alpha Hall to College Ave. was 
dirt,' rather than asphalt. 

The history of Elizabethtown 
College is inextricably bound to 
the human personalities who 
brought morally strong spirit- 
ual beliefs, desire for learning, a 
sense of service, and humor to 
the campus. , 

President A. C. Baugher still re- 
calls the fateful evening when 
the male residents of Memorial 
Hall inadvertently frightened a 
horse and then chased the ani- 
mal and its carriage down the 
dirt road with dust billowing 
high, far, and wide. The desper- 
ately-running students, arrayed 
in long, flowing night robes, must 
have been quite a sight as they 
pursued the runaway carriage. 

Recollections such as these are 
as much a part of the College’s 
history as the dates of buildings 
and statistics on general growth. 
They emphasize the fact that the . 
College bears the mark of her 
students and faculty, who have 
helped shape her over the years. 


(Ed. Note: Jack Hedrick, 
outgoing president of the 
student association, was 
asked to finalize his tenure 
in office with a public state- 
ment.) 

I think that this was a 
better than average year for 
the student government. I 
won’t say that ours was the 
best Senate ever to hit this 
campus, but I think we did 
a'fairly good job. Our social 
and intramural programs 
were run better than before. 
The other regular duties were 
carried out as smoothly and 
efficiently as possible. 

We made what we thought 
were necessary changes in 
the constitution, set up a 
standard blazer policy, and 
accepted added responsibility 
at Homecoming. 

I would say that the two 
biggest disappointments of 
the year were the resignation 
of the Senate Auto Enforce- 
ment Committee and the 
failure to get a Student Di- 
rectory together as an- 
nounced. 

One of the big factors in 
the success of the Senate this 
year was the coverage given 
us by the ETOWNIAN.

Compared to other institutions 
of higher learning in the area, 
Elizabethtown College is still an 
infant, despite its 60 years of 
service. 

However, the rate of growth 
through the first six decades has 
been especially rapid. The Col- 
lege campus today stretches out 
over 75 acres, compared to the 
first campus of ten acres. 

The student body has grown 
more than a hundred-fold from 
six students in 1900 to about 640 
regular students today. The fac- 
ulty and staff of the (College have 
also increased from the original 
three to about 60. 

Physically, the College consists 
of 12 buildings today compared 
to the one (Alpha Hall), which 
existed in the first few years. 

Academically, the College has 
taken its place among the ac- 
credited institutions of higher 
learning in the United States.

The World University Service 
organization will gain $153.00 
from Elizabethtown College 
through a book sale which was 
conducted on the campus Wed- 
nesday afternoon and Thursday 
morning, April 22 and 23. 

Three thousand books, which 
consisted of discarded library 
volumes and donations from pro- 
fessors, were on sale for 25c each 
in the gymnasium Wednesday af- 
ternoon. On Thursday morning 
they were sold for 10c each. Sev- 
en hundred books in all were 
sold, according to Fred Zimmer- 
man, chairman of the project. All 
proceeds except for a small sum 
for the library will go toward 
the WUS fund. 


Dottle Hyde, a junior and ICG 
chairman of the Political Science 
Club, was elected clerk for the 
State Intercollegiate Conference 
on Government at Harrisburg, 
April 16, 17 and 18. 

The clerk position is the sec- 
ond highest office at the confer- 
ence. 

After being elected regional 
clerk in March, Dottie became 
candidate for state clerk and was 
elected by 264 votes with a mar- 
gin of 152. Tom Gilhool, of Le- 
high University, was elected 
speaker for the conference. 

This marks the fourth time in 
the last five years that Central 
Region, of which Elizabethtown 
is a member, was on the winning 
side and secured one or more of 
the top positions. 

Four bills presented by Eliza- 
bethtown representatives were 
passed by the assembly. These 
were Ruby Sykes’ constitutional 
revision that a governor may 
succeed himself and serve a four- 
year term. Clara Barrett’s and 
Sungho Hahm’s bill to repeal the 
loyalty act, Ken Lease’s proposed 
amendment to the motor vehicle 
code, and Dick Spangler’s and 
Mort Feder’s bill to legalize pari- 
mutuel betting on horse racing. 


a Bachelor of Arts degree in Lib- 
eral Arts or a Bachelor of Science 
degree in science, business ad- 
ministration, secondary education, 
elementary education, business 
education, nursing, and medical 
technology. Terminal (two-year) 
courses are offered in secretarial 
science, medical technology, and 
rrtedical secretarial science. 

A planned program of develop- 
ment is geai'ed • to providing fa- 
cilities for a student body of 750 
within the next three years. 

Plans for a men’s dormitory for 
230 male boarding students are 
about to be realized. Cither plans 
for a student union building are 
on the drawing board. Projected 
for the less immediate future are 
a new Business Education De- 
partment building, a field house, 
and a chapel-auditorium. The 
latter projects are probably years 
away, however. 

Throughout the 60 years since 
its founding, Elizabethtown Col- 
lege has adhered to the ideals 
of the founders. It is a Liberal 
Arts institution with a Christian 
environment adhering to the basic 
principles of the Church of the 
Bfethren, with which it is affili- 
ated. 

Tolerance is a by-word on the 
campus. More than 25 religious 
denominations and people from 
all races and many nationalities 
are represented among the stu- 
dent body. 

While still .designed to serve 
the educational needs of the im- 
mediate area (Harrisburg, Leba- 
non, York, Lancaster), the eni'oll- 
ment of the College has reached 
out in recent years to include 
students from other sections of 
the nation. 

Campus activities have in- 
creased as the College matured. 
At present, eight sports are sched- 
uled on an intercollegiate basis.

Dr. Flemming will be granted 
the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Humane Laws, Rev. West the 
honorary Doctorate of Divinity, 
and Dr. Eshelman the honorary 
Doctor of Science of Pedagogy 
degree.

FORMER COLLEGE PRES. 

Dr. Flemming, who was ap- 
pointed to his cabinet position 
August 1, 1958, formerly served 
as president of Ohio Wesleyan 
University from 1948-’58. Active 
■in government, he served as a 
member of the U. S. Civil Serv- 
ice Commission from 1939-’48. 
During World War II he served 
on the War Manpower Commis- 
sion. 

During the post-war years, he 
served as Director of Defense 
Mobilization and statutory mem- 
ber of the National Security 
Council from 1953-’57. He is cur- 
rently a member of the Presi- 
dent’s Advisory Committee on 
Government Organization and a 
member of the International Civil 
Service Advisory Board. 

DR. ESHELMAN HONORED 

Dr. Eshelman, a native of Eliz- 
abethtown, will become president 
of the NEA in July. An alumnus 
of Elizabethtown College, Class 
of ’30, his graduate education took 
him to Columbia University, 
where he received an M.A. de- 
gree in 1933, and to New York 
University, where he was granted 
a doctorate in education in 1941. 

Rev. West, a graduate of 
Bridgewater College, 'Va., is a 
member of the General Brother- 
hood Board of the Church of the 
Brethren. He also serves as a 
vice-chairman on the Eastern 
and Southern Regional Boards 
of the Church.

•‘The whole thing started three 
years ago, when Dr. Smith at the 
hospital called us and asked if 
we could give his staff some help 
in getting the files in order and 
so forth. 

“We were happy to assist the 
hospital in its work. 

"I work in close cooperation 
with the hospital authorities in 
grading the students' efforts 
there. The girls, of course, are 
graded on their work because it's 
considered an integral part of the 
course work on campus " Miss 
Eastlack said. 

“Judging from the comments 
I’ve heard from the students 
themselves, they thoroughly en- 
joy their work at the hospital,” 
she added. 

“If all goes well, we hope to 
expand the program in future 
years,” Miss Eastlack concluded.

Many Graduation Traditions Have Unusual 
History Dating Back to the Renaissance

Behind all of the tradition and solemnity that are such an in- 
;nt part of any graduation exercise lies a history that dates back 
lie 13th century. 

The founding of the University of Paris in that century signaled 
start of many of the academic customs observed today, 
or example, in the old days 
lents pursuing the liberal arts 
centrated on a four-subject 


Underclassmen, even tnougn tney oui- 
wardly seem anxious to pick up the sheep- 
skin, are inwardly gratified that they don’t 
have to make the step immediately. 

But the senior must, and the step is one 
of uncertainity, even it many plans have been 
tinalized, because^each must begin living with 
a greatly reduced air of dependency.

A more 
down-to-earth explanation is 
that the peculiar shape of the 
hat protected its wearer from i 
rain, a blessing to English gardu- , 
ates, who often attended com- , 
j mencement under a lowering 
! sky. 

Knowledge of the gowns worn 
at commencement is a bit more 
certain. Originally designed to 
keep English-students warm 
during lectures in dank halls, 
they have been retained in our 
ceremonies to this day. 

The coloi- of the graduate’^ 
hood is significant, and if one 
knows what field each color rep- 
resents, he can tell at a glance 
whether a man is an engineer, 
teacher, lawyer, etc. 

For example, purple stands 
for law; yellow, for science; 
green, for medicine; light blue, 
for pedagogy; drab, for business; 

I scarlet, for theology; pink, for 
music; white, for arts and let- 
ters, and blue, for philosophy. 

Similarly, the hood lining is 
the tip-off on the school which 
conferred the degree. If, at 
commencement, a professor wears 
a hood lined with light blue and 
white, he is a graduate of Co- 
lumbia University. If the lin- 
i ing is red, it represents Temple 
[ University. The lining color for 
; Elizabethtown College graduates 
I is deep blue. 

) Color, needless to say, plays a 
- prominent role at commence- 
ments. And it tells a story, if 
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However, I was somewhat 
amazed to find that we had to 
call upon the local high school 
to find enough musicians to fill 
out our College orchestra.
